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IF there is one thing that influences 
peoples opinion about a subject it is 
the News media. This holds true 
whether it be in papers, TV or 
magazines. The same is true for the 
Wargaming, Boardgaming and 
Military Miniature hobby as it has its 
wide variety of publications. With all 
of them, they give complete coverage 
to their specific subject. 

Given here is a brief look at these 
various hobby publications and the 
audience that they are aimed at.

THE DRAGON, published by TSR 
Hobbies, is a fantasy gaming 
magazine that retails for $1.50. Often 
contains articles from some of the 
most famous Fantasy book writers of 
today. Many articles are stories of 
fantasy journeys that players write 
about after the game. Also included 
are insights into the systems of some 


of the Fantasy games played today. 
Good for the fantasy gamer and 
enjoyable reading for everyone else. 

FIRE AND MOVEMENT is known 
as the forum of Conflict Simulation 
(Boardgaming), is bi-monthly and 
retails for $1.50. It is available from 
Baron Publications. Aimed more at 
the experienced boardgamer, it 
contains numerous articles on a 
variety of different games. Some of 
the best known writers in the 
boardgame field regularily contribute 
to this magazine. It has become well 
known for its in-depth articles on 
games and reviews of games. Also, 
designers notes on the secrets behind 
a game’s design and interviews with 
various boardgaming personalities 
highlight various issues. Excellent for 
boardgamers looking for highly 
detailed articles. 

THE AVALON HILL GENERAL is 
another boardgaming magazine that 
is bi-monthly and retails for $1.50. 
This publication covers only games 
that Avalon Hill publishes. Every 
issue contains at least two different 
features. One of them is normally a 
detailed look at a game's historical 
background and the game itself. 
While the other covers a move by 
move look as a game is played, tactics 
employed and gamers’ notes.

LITTLE WARS by TSR Hobbies is a 
quarterly magazine devoted to the, 
various historical periods of 
wargaming. Each issue gives you 
details on some of the games with 
their historical background. A variety 
of periods are covered with much 
useful information given. Its in depth 
history reports along with the gaming 
view makes it an excellent publi¬
